Lynn Canal Conservation has been advocating protecting the outstanding salmon spawning and 
rearing habitat inside the Alaska Cnilkat Bald Eagle Preserve from preventable impacts from 
32-passenger twin 150 horsepower commercial jet boat tours since 2000, Our past involvement 
is well documented in the administrative record. 

Having a scientific basis is key to good decision-making. Providing the public with mat 
scientific basis is good policy and makes for transparent, accountable government. 

The 2008 ADFG recommendations for the commercial jet boat tour route are the first from the 
Palin administration, and represent a significant departure from the precautionary management 
of past ADFG recommendations. Since April 29, LCC has unsuccessfully tried to ascertain 
ADFG's scientific basis for those recommendations through a series of 3 records requests. As of 
today, July 3, we are no closer to learning that basis than we were on April 29. 

What we have learned is that "there is not a central file system within the department containing 
a single or central Chilkat River file for 2008." That the individual who was central to decision- 
making stated "existing public records will likely not provide answers to the specific questions 
posed in your requests for scientific rationale." That the local ADFG office - even though it was 
involved in formulating the recommendations - has been instructed not to provide us with 
information and instead we must go through Anchorage. 

Since ADFG seems unable/unwilling to provide its scientific basis, can we correctly assume that 
there was no scientific basis upon which ADFG reversed precautionary management of some of 
the best salmon habitat inside the Preserve, and Southeast Alaska?

Commissioner, Thanks for including us (me) in your search for a new DC. You are aware I 
was not a KTaylor fan when you selected him but you did use him to best effect and mostly 
kept him out of the chain of command for Wildlife issues. His replacement can be an 
opportunity to take a few steps for the management of wildlife adding emphasis on actions 
that result in desired changes to the various wildlife populations. Jennifer Yuhas, who 
confided your conversation with her, and a few locals met me for lunch and we discussed 
what we could say to help you. 

In the early Knowles administration, I had several discussions with the then Commissioner 
Rue and Wildlife Director Smith about why it was that we had established "minimum 
conditions" for fish resources (like minimum escapement) but even with the emphasis added 
by the Legislature with the intensive management statute revisions, we couldn't seem to get 
behind the "minimum conditions" (like population objectives set by the Board of Game) for 
wildlife. I suspect commercial fishing interests with the attendant political pressures had a 
lot to do with keeping the feet to the fire for fish. There is no parallel on the wildlife side 
and I certainly can't compare Alaska's professional hunting organizations with the interest or 
clout of commercial fishermen.

Commissioner, Thanks for including us (me) in your search for a new DC. You are aware I 
was not a KTaylor fan when you selected him but you did use him to best effect and mostly 
kept him out of the chain of command for Wildlife issues. His replacement can be an 
opportunity to take a few steps for the management of wildlife adding emphasis on actions 
that result in desired changes to the various wildlife populations. Jennifer Yuhas, who 
confided your conversation with her, and a few locals met me for lunch and we discussed 
what we could say to help you. 

In the early Knowles administration, I had several discussions with the then Commissioner 
Rue and Wildlife Director Smith about why it was that we had established "minimum 
conditions" for fish resources (like minimum escapement) but even with the emphasis added 
by the Legislature with the intensive management statute revisions, we couldnt seem to get 
behind the "minimum conditions" (like population objectives set by the Board of Game) for 
wildlife. I suspect commercial fishing interests with the attendant political pressures had a 
lot to do with keeping the feet to the fire for fish. There is no parallel on the wildlife side 
and I certainly cant compare Alaska's professional hunting organizations with the interest or 
clout of commercial fishermen. I and many other Alaskans and the Legislators expected the 
JjM changes would result in "emphasis added". 

The lack of enthusiasm in the Department for "managing" to the population objective 
minimums needs some emphasis and we are hoping a new Deputy Commissioner can work 
in that direction as well as continue the Federal coordination interface and the more detailed 
but cumbersome issues like endangered species coordination. 
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The coordination functions can best be served by someone who knows the "bottom line" on 
both sides of the issue and can both hold the line for Alaska's interests and recognize how far 
the federal interests can and will go. It is my opinion that some of your 
present "representatives" can talk the talk but lack the ability to get tough when ifs needed. I 
would recommend you consider someone with background and backbone in Wildlife issues 
and controversies and avoid someone who just "wants to get along with everyone".

One issue a new DC can review is the relationship between having some resources serve 
statewide issues as opposed to regional issues. The new sheep biologist position for Region 
II is an example. I don't think Doug or anyone else thinks that position won't serve the 
whole spectrum of dall sheep issues regardless of which region needs assistance. There are 
some "specialties" that would best serve as "statewide" resources and they could be 
coordinated by the new DC regardless of where the office is physically located. I remain an 
advocate of having the Directors and Deputies and Special Assistants located down the hall 
from your office whenever possible. 

It is not my intent to recommend you shake up the internal politics of the Department with 
this appointment, rather, I'd like to see some small steps to add emphasis to the management 
possibilities for the Wildlife Conservation Division. 

I wish we had a perfect name for you on this one, but we don't. I would be happy to discuss 
any "other" names you might have in mind and I wish you luck in finding the right person. 
We remain committed to helping you manage for abundance. The energy crisis points out 
the extreme value in providing resources for Alaskans to eat I'm sure both Boards will hear 
a lot about that this Fall.

FAIRBANKS Gov. Sarah Palins proposed in-state gas line, unveiled Monday with some fanfare,

Palin announced a public-private partnership between the state, Enstar Natural Gas Co. and the 
Alaska Natural Gas Development Authority to buikf a small-diameter bullet line within the next five 
years. The plan is to link Anchorage, Fairbanks and the North Slope in a way that will ease Fairbanks 
home heating oil woes soon while opening a route for North Slope gas to reach Anchorage markets 
in the long-term. 

The smaller line eventually could serve as the in-state spur of a major pipeline, such as the one 
proposed by TransCanada or the joint proposal by BP and ConocoPhillips. 

Officials with the state, Enstar and ANGDA agree the line would put infrastructure in place to allow 
Alaskans to access their resources, but each party envisions that happening in a somewhat different 
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way. The state is hoping to send a signal to explorers that the market demands more gas, thereby spurring 
new exploration and assuring a steady energy supply for Southcentral, said Joe Balash, special assistant to 
the governor on oil and gas issues. 

Enstar is looking to a line that could feed Anchorage markets with North Slope gas as Cook Inlet contracts 
become shorter and more difficult to arrange, said Curtis Thayer, director of corporate and external affairs for 
the utility. 

And the voter-created ANGDA, which can access funding outside of the state treasury, said the bullet 
line keeps Alaskas options open into the future, with the potential for boosting propane and liquefied natural 
gas markets as well, said Harold Heinze, CEO. 

How a spur line plays out could hinge on supply. Enstar and ANGDA seem less confident than the state that 
Cook Inlet can continue supplying gas to meet needs, citing some lapses already at peak winter use in 
Anchorage. 

We have been unsuccessful in negotiating contracts over five years due to the deliverability of gas in the 
Cook Inlet, Thayer said. Because of that he added, Enstar has had to look elsewhere for gas sources. The 
Anchorage-area utility serves about half of AJaskas population with 3,000 miles of distribution lines in 
Southcentral. 



Do we want to roll the dice, or do we want to spend the money and build a line to the (North Slope) foothills? 
Thayer asked. We know there is gas on the North Slope. The thing is, we dont have the gas in Cook Inlet

Fairbanks Natural Gas President Dan Britton said he, too, has questions about Palins proposal to deliver

what the justification might be for a multi-billion investment when youre unable to secure a longer gas supply. 

One possible supply could come from Anadarkos development of the Gubik field in the North Slope foothills 
Thayer said. FNG also is turning to the North Slope, with plans to build a liquid natural gas facility in the next 
few years and truck the product to Fairbanks markets. 

Whether Palins bullet line stops at Fairb anks or reaches the North Slope depends on whether Cook Inlet gas 
cansupplv the line and whether explorati on underway in the Nenana and Copper River basins turns into 
development according to an administration press release, 

Heinze. of ANGDA. said a bullet line mig ht bridge the gap for Fairbanks until a large line links the North Slope 
with Canada and the Lower 48. He said t he general view is that Cook Inlet has lots of potential but that h» 
and Enstar are somewhat m ore skeptical.
